SP Regt in Kapran (P 49/4 49) received 130 replacements, including 25 
(25X1 NcOs. The replacements, most of whom were trained drivers, arrived in 
25X4 groups of from 5 to 15 throughout the month. * 


2, The replacements said that rost of them had come roof ____d 
Tambov (52°13 '1/41°25's), where an NCO candidate school conducting three~ 


month courses and a drivors' training school were located, Reeruits com 
bined in so-called Young Conbattant courses, wore also trained in Tambov. #* 


3. The incoming replacements had the same arms as the personnel of the 106th 
Gds liv Tank SP Reet. They believed that service with the occupation trocps 
25X11 abroad was tantamount to war.
